The Fair Fewess. 


This Essay was awarded the First Prize in the Derby Contest in Composition, 1906. 


Ivanhoe, one of Scott’s most popular 
novels, is rather unusual in that there are 
no fewer than four principal characters, 
for it cannot be denied that Rebecca and 
Rowena, Ivanhoe and the Black Knight, 


each possess all the necessary qualifi- 


cations fomasherovom heroine. hus; An 
any other companionship than that of the 
wonderful Rebecca, Rowena would make 
a very pretty heroine of herself. Placed 
side by side, however, there can be no 
doubt that Rebecca is superior to Rowena. 
Is is said, indeed, that Scott considered 
Rebecca his greatest female character? 
and well she may be, for the strength, 
beauty, and sweetness of her nature can 
scarcely be rivaled in all fiction. 

Rebecca’s first appearance in the narra- 
tive is among the spectators of the tourna- 
ment at Ashby. Scott gives us a charming 
picture of her on this occasion, but there 
is no allusion to the fine intellectual 
expression which Rebecca must have had. 
We see a girl with a faultless figure, clad 
in a wondrous gown which makes her look 
as if she were being showered with flowers. 
It is a purple silk with flowers em- 
broidered on it in their natural colors. 
She has on a yellow turban, too, with an 
ostrich plume in it, and from turban and 
dress alike we catch the flash of rich 
jewels. Her face is of the true Jewish 
type, —dark, with well formed agiline 
nose, arching brows, and brilliant black 
eyes. It is a charming picture, but one 
little intended to foreshadow in any way 
Rebecca’s true character. 


The fact that she is a Jewess makes the 
Like 
Shakespeare in the Merchant of Venice, 


triumph all the greater for Scott. 


Scott gives us a perfect picture Of: a 
Jewish household consisting of an aged 
father and his daughter. Shakespeare’s 
Shylock is probably the more celebrated 
of the two, but Isaac of York is scarcely 
inferior as a typical Jew. In each we see 
a lonely old man, alike hating and hated, 
except for his daughter and some other 
wandering member of the tribes of Israel ; 
a thin, wrinkled old man, bent almost 
double by habitual crouching in feigned 
subserviency before his persecutors, but 
with a shrewd black eye which looks 
down mercilessly on the poor debtor ; for 
whether he begs for mercy or refuses it to 
others, it is on account of money, which 
is at once the source of his power and his’ 
But in the case of Shylock, 
we have every natural instinct made sub- 


misfortune. 


ordinate to the one absorbing passion. 
When his daughter forsakes him for her 
Christian lover, it is not the loss of her 
that he mourns, but rather the money she 
has taken with her, for does he not say? 
“IT would my daughter were dead at my 
foot, and the jewels in her ear. 
—Would she were hearsed at my foot, 
and the ducats in her coffin.” 
Isaac, on the contrary, really loves his 
When 
her life is in danger and he is treating for 


daughter above everything else. 


her ransom he does not indeed foryet to 
guard against unneccessary expenditure, 
still he says. 

“T am distracted in this thing, and what 
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would my gold avail me if the child of my 
love should perish !”

Jessica, we

observe a _ corresponding, 
Jessica falls in love with Lorenzo, not- 
withstanding Dicer beets: a 
Christian, and all her interests are im- 
mediately transferred to him. She 
ceives her father, robs him and runs away 
with Lorenzo, which is only the first step 
leading to an entire change of life and 
religion. We can hardly blame her, when 
we consider her father’s disposition and 
the gloominess of her home life. Still, 
when we consider that it was not only the 


the fact 


de- 


ties of religion that she was breaking, 
but also the ties of her race, (the Jewish 
race being especially conservative and 
prejduiced) her action seems rather more 
unnatural than that of Rebecca under 
similar circumstances. 

Rebecca fell in love with Ivanhog, but 
such was the strength of her princples, 
that she resolutely put such thoughts from 
her mind, and when all were endangered 
by the burning of Front de Beouf’s castle, 
in which they were imprisoned, she 
severely upbraided herself for thinking of 
the welfare of Ivanhoe before she thought 
Ope nen tatnomsmsatery. lt iissitrue’ thet 
Rebecca’s home does not seem so cheer- 
less as Jessica’s, but is not this due to the 
fact that Rebecca had so endeared herself 
to her father by her regard for him, and 
by her wisdom in all things, that she had 
her that 


Rebecca saw and 


a certain influence in home 
Jessica did not have? 
disliked, doubtless as much as Jessica did, 
some of the characteristics of her people. 
But she understood the cause, and had an 
almost divine compassion for their failings. 


The sum and substance of her feeling on 


this subject is so well expressed in her 
reply to some sneer of Bois Guilbert, that 
I can only quote it here. 

“Thou hast the Jew,” said 
Rebecca ‘‘as the persecution of such as 
Heaven in ire 


spoken 


thou art hast made him. 
has driven him from his country, but in- 
dustry has opened to him the only road 
to power and to influence which oppression 
has lett Read 
history of the people of God, and tell me 
if those, by whom Jehovah wrought such 


unbarred. the ancient 


marvels among the nations, were then a 
people of misers and usurers!”’ 

She seemed capable of understanding 
to a marvelous degree how others regarded 
them, and the greatest reward she could 
ask for an act of charity was that the 
recipient should thereafter believe that a 
Jew could do a good service to a Christian, 
without desiring other reward than the 
blessing of the Great Father, who made 
oth Jew and Gentile. 

In fact, generosity seemed to be her 
ruling passion. Hers was not the lavish 
generosity that scatters hard-gained gold 
along the wayside, but rather a sensible 
desire to give her money where it could 
ensure satetyelor shen or hersjeand xa 
Christian desire to give it unstintingly 
where it was either needed or due. Thus 
when Isaac took pay for a horse and 
armour which Ivanhoe had got from him, 
Rebecca interfered. Ivanhoe had but 
just saved her father’s life, and her sense 
of obligation would not allow this business 
transaction. She therefore stopped Ivan- 
hoe’s servant on his way out, and said 
with sweet dignity. 

“My father did but jest with thee, good 
fellow, he owes thy master deeper kind- 
ness than these arms and steed could pay, 
were their value tenfold. In this purse 
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thou wilt find a hundred zecchins. kes- 


tore to thy master that which is his due, 
and enrich thyself with the remainder. 


If generosity was her ruling passion, 


then surely dignity was her chief charac- 


teristic. Hers was not an overpowering 
dignity, surrounding her with an air of 
unapproachableness, but rather a natural 
gtace, which gave to her every action a 
peculiar weight and fitness. It was this 
quality, together with her perfect under- 
standing of existing conditions which 
enabled her always to meet the Nazarines 
(as she called them) with deference, but 
never with that  subserviency 
characterized her father. Nowhere is 
this trait so well shown as in that most 
touching farewell between Rebecca and 
Rowena. 

The thrilling scenes between Rebecca 
and that bold and determined Templar, 
Brian de Bois Guilbert, although they 
bring out that high sense of honor, which 
is necessary to the perfection of her

character, do not, it seems to me, put her 
to as severe a test, as do some of the now 
subtle scenes between her and Ivanhoe. 
She loved Ivanhoe. To be sure she would 
not acknowledge it, but it is a self-evident

But as 
it would really have spoiled the beauty of 
her character to have her married to 
Tvanhoe, I am very glad that Scott did 
not arrange matters that way. 

However, so many different opinions 
were expressed regarding the ending of 
Ivanhoe that, ten years after writing it, 
Scott added to the Introduction a little 
He said that 
aside from the fact that the prejudices of 
the age rendered such a union almost 
impossible, he thought that such a chara- 
cter as Rebecca’s would be degraded by , 
an attempt ‘to reward virtue with tem- 
poral prosperity.”

He said in closing, 
“Tf a virtuous and self-denying character 
is dismissed with temporal wealth, great- 
ness, rank, or the indulgence of such a 
rashly-formed or ill-assorted passion as 
that of Rebecca for Ivanhoe, the reader 
will say, ‘verily Virtue has had its reward’. 
But a glance on the great picture of life 
will show that the duties of self denial, 
and the sacrifice of passion to principle 
are seldom thus remunerated; and that 
the internal consciousness of a high min- 
ded discharge of duty produces a more 
adequater recompense, in the form of that 
peace which the world cannot give or 
take away.”
